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CREDIT  UNIONS 

The  statistical  information  provided  in  the  following  review  and  in 
supporting  schedules  and  composite  statements,  relates  to  the  twelve-month 
period  from  July  1,  1967,  to  June  30,  1968,  inclusive. 

During  the  period  ending  June  30,  1968,  six  new  credit  unions  began 
business,  and  eighteen  entered  into  liquidation. 

The  following  facts  and  figures  present  highlights  of  the  composite  financial 
condition  of  the  credit  unions  on  June  30,  1968  and  changes  effective  during  the 
previous  twelve-month  period. 

Total  Assets 

On  June  30,  1968,  the  414  credit  unions  in  operation  had  total  assets  of 
$446,443,613  which  represents  an  increase  of  $56,494,387  or  14.48%  over  the 
figure  of  June  30,  1967. 

Personal  Loans 

Personal  loans  to  members  which  represent  a  major  phase  of  the  operations 
and  objectives  of  credit  unions  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth,  continued  the 
upward  trend  of  prior  years  as  they  rose  approximately  $25,914,912  to  the 
present  outstanding  balance  of  $192,063,272,  comprising  43.02%  of  total  assets 
at  the  present  time. 

Real  Estate  Loans 

Holdings  in  real  estate  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  also  continue  to 
expand.  The  present  outstanding  balance  of  $134,059,848  representing  30.03% 
of  total  assets  reflects  an  increase  of  $18,232,308  for  the  twelve-month  period. 

Investments  in  Bonds  and  Notes 

Investments  in  bonds  and  notes,  most  of  which  are  in  U.S.  Government 
obligations,  increased  $13,533,466  during  the  year.  The  present  book  value  of 
$46,557,092  or  10.43%  of  total  assets  continues  to  represent  a  substantial 
segment  of  these  assets. 

Other  Investments 

During  the  current  twelve-month  period,  holdings  in  shares  of  co-operative 
banks  decreased  $2,616,893  to  a  present  total  of  $12,569,077  and  deposits  in 
savings  banks  and  in  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and  national  banks 
decreased  $235,952  to  an  outstanding  balance  of  $18,117,330.  Investments  in 
bank  stocks  increased  $449,378  to  a  total  book  figure  of  $9,931,398  during  the 
same  period. 

Cash  on  Hand  and  Due  from  Depository  Banks 

Uninvested  assets  represented  by  cash  on  hand  and  balances  due  from 
depository  banks  subject  to  check  decreased  $1,052,344  during  the  year  and  the 
present  combined  total  of  $1 1,325,227  equals  2.54%  of  total  assets. 
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Shares  and  Deposits 

Outstanding  share  captial  increased  $49,832,031  or  15.02%  during  the  year 
to  a  present  balance  of  $381,660,179  which  is  held  by  534,245  members. 
Deposits  including  club  accounts  increased  $911 ,096  to  a  total  of  6,716,384. 

Capital  Reserves 

Reserves  available  for  shrinkage  and  loss,  as  represented  by  the  guaranty  fund, 
undivided  earnings,  and  the  reserve  fund,  increased  $3,646,887  during  the  period 
and  the  present  combined  total  of  $41,954,265  represents  9.40%  of  total  assets.

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CENTRAL  CREDIT  UNION  FUND,  INC. 

The  aggregate  assets  of  this  corporation,  which  under  the  provisions  of  statute 
(Chapter  216,  Acts  of  1932  as  amended)  is  owned  and  administered  by  those 
Massachusetts  credit  unions  who  voluntarily  become  members,  amounted  to 
$1,078,982.44  at  the  close  of  business  on  June  30,  1968.  The  capital  of  the 
corporation  is  derived  from  the  sale  of  shares  to  its  members,  and  together  with 
undistributed  earnings,  it  provides  a  reserve  fund  which  is  available  to  the 
member  credit  unions  through  the  medium  of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  for 
temporary  liquidity  requirements.  Under  the  statutes,  the  corporation  may  also 
borrow  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  reserve  fund. 

A  detailed  statement  of  condition  of  this  corporation  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  report. 

CREDIT  UNION  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Credit  ,Union  Employees  Retirement  Association  was  created  under 
Chapter  509  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  by  Chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of 
1954  which  is  included  in  General  Laws,  Chapter  171,  Section  31,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  participating  credit 
unions,  the  Massachusetts  CUNA  Association,  Inc.,  the  Credit  Union  League  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  the  Central  Credit  Union  Fund,  Inc.,  who  retire  on 
account  of  age  or  disability. 

As  of  the  present  report,  there  are  thirty  one  member  credit  unions  plus  one 
association  and  one  corporation.

This  corporation  was  credited  by  Chapter  294  of  the  Acts  of  1961,  for  the 
purpose  of  insuring  shares  and  deposits  of  state-chartered  credit  unions  which 
become  members  of  the  corporation.

As  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1968,  87  banks  had  been  authorized  to 
operate  branch  offices,  and  there  were  197  branches  in  operation  (four  of  which  are 
operating  as  mobile  branches). 

Assets 

The  total  assets  of  such  banks  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $10,917 
million.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  assets  increased  approximately  $584  million, 
an  increase  of  5.65  per  cent  which  represents  a  continual  increase.

Investments  in  U.  S.  Government  holdings  have  decreased  approximately  $272 
million  and  municipal  obligations  $5.9  million.  The  total  investment  in  bank  and 
fire  insurance  company  stocks  increased  approximately  $25  million  and  other  types 
of  bonds  $376  million  during  the  year. 

The  largest  dollar  and  percentage  gain  as  compared  to  figures  contained  in  the 
previous  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  October  31,  1967,  is  reflected  in  the  loans 
granted  on  real  estate.  The  dollar  increase  amounted  to  approximately  $424  mil- 
lion which  total  appears  to  indicate  that  the  steady  requirement  of  funds  for 
financing  of  home  and  business  construction  is  being  provided  for  by  these  types  of 
banks.  The  total  real  estate  loans  outstanding  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  amount 
to  $7,728  million  and  represent  70.79  per  cent  of  the  total  assets. 
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Deposits 

The  deposit  liability  of  the  176  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  business  October  31, 
1968,  amounted  to  $9,704  million  and  represented  3,643,360  accounts.  The  club 
deposit  figure  amounting  to  $25  million  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  amount. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1968,  deposits  increased  in  the  amount  of 
$526  million  which  compares  with  an  increase  of  $536  million  in  the  preceding  year* 

Surplus 

The  total  surplus  and  reserve  accounts  for  all  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  this 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $869  million,  or  8.93  per  cent  of  the  total  deposits.  The 
amount  of  these  surplus  accounts  has  increased  approximately  $35  million  since 
the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1967.  The  volume  of  these  surplus  and  reserves, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  department,  is  adequate  to  properly  protect  the  interest  of  the 
depositors. 

Dividends 

Dividend  rates  have  continued  to  increase  during  the  twelve  months  ended 
October  31,  1968.  Statement  number  3  of  this  report  is  now  headed  "Dividend 
Rates",  and  includes  rate  tables  on  Ordinary  Deposits,  Special  Notice  Account 
Deposits  and  an  Average  of  All  Dividend  Rates.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  rates  as  shown  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  current  rates  presently  being 
paid.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  to  depositors  for  the  twelve-month  period 
totaled  approximately  $437  million,  which  is  an  increase  of  $39  million  over  the 
preceding  year. 

MUTUAL  SAVINGS  CENTRAL  FUND,  INC. 

The  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  was  established  by  Chapter  44  of  the 
Acts  of  1932.  The  statute  provides  that  all  savings  banks  must  be  members  and 
that  two  separate  Funds  must  be  maintained,  a  Liquidity  Fund  and  a  Deposit 
Insurance  Fund ;  the  latter  Fund  was  established  by  the  enactment  of  Chapter  43  of 
the  Acts  of  1934. 

Liquidity  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  "to  assist  such  member  banks  when  they  are  tempo- 
rarily in  need  of  cash  or  hold  investments  which  cannot  be  readily  liquidated,  by 
making  loans  to  them  secured  by  the  pledge  of  mortgages  or  other  securities  legally 
held  by  such  member  banks."  The  principal  source  of  the  resources  of  this  Fund  is 
the  deposits  made  with  it  by  the  member  banks  in  compliance  with  requests  for  such 
deposits  voted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Fund  and  within  the  limitations  prescribed 
in  the  statute.  The  total  resources  amounted  to  $10.9  million  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness October  31,  1968.  No  application  for  a  loan  has  been  received  since  prior  to 
the  year  1939. 

Deposit  Insurance  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  to  insure  depositors  in  all  Massachusetts  savings 
banks  against  loss.  As  of  October  31,  1968,  this  Fund  insured  the  full  amount  of 
the  deposits  in  168  of  the  176  Massachusetts  savings  banks,  and  as  required  by 
Massachusetts  law,  it  also  insured  the  excess  of  any  depositor's  account  over 
$15,000  in  the  eight  savings  banks  which  are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corporation.  The  net  amount  of  the  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  was  $85.9 
million  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  1968.  The  annual  assessment  at  the 
rate  of  one  twenty-seventh  of  one  per  cent  of  the  member  bank's  deposits,  ex- 
clusive of  the  deposits  insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  was 
levied  on  October  31,  1968. 

SAVINGS  BANK  INVESTMENT  FUND 

An  open-end  mutual  fund  designed  primarily  to  enable  diversified  and  profes- 
sionally-managed equity  holdings  by  the  mutual  savings  banks  of  Massachusetts 
and  related  Savings  Bank  Life  Insurance  Departments,  this  organization  was 
created  by  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  and  functions  under  this  statute  and 
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subsequent  amendments.  Shares  numbering  42,680  with  a  total  net  asset  market 
value  of  about  $81  million  ($1,899.90  per  share)  were  held  by  106  banks,  4  life  insur- 
ance departments  and  the  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association  on 
October  31,  1968.  These  figures  compare  with  35,918  shares  with  total  net  asset 
market  value  of  $62  million  ($1,733.39  per  share),  held  by  98  savings  banks,  3  life 
insurance  departments,  and  the  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association 
on  October  31,  1967.  Net  asset  value  per  share,  at  cost,  on  October  31,  1968  was 
$1,482.80. 


SAVINGS  BANKS  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association,  created  by  the  Acts  of 
1943,  Chapter  249,  as  amended  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  168,  Sections  74-76 
inclusive,  is  designed  to  provide  pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  participating 
banks  and  associations  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  one  hundred  and  seventy  member  banks  plus  six  associations.  The 
total  resources  of  this  Association  amounted  to  $39  million  at  the  close  of  business 
October  31,  1968.

TRUST  COMPANIES 

Five  new  trust  companies  opened  for  business  during  the  year  1968:  the  Heritage 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Westfield  on  January  17,  1968;  the  Industrial  Bank  and 
Trust  Company,  Everett  on  February  16,  1968;  the  Burlington  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  Burlington  on  May  31,  1968;  the  Unity  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in 
the  Roxbury  District  of  Boston  on  June  24,  1968;  and  the  First  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Wellesley,  Wellesley  on  December  12,  1968. 

The  number  of  banks  in  operation  was  also  affected  by  four  mergers  between 
trust  companies.  The  Dedham  Trust  Company  and  the  Quincy  Trust  Company 
merged  on  December  29,  1967  under  the  charter  of  the  latter  bank  and  name  of 
Hancock  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Quincy.  The  Shrewsbury  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  and  the  Commerce  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  Worcester  merged  on 
December  29,  1967  under  the  charter  of  the  latter  bank.  Although  the  two  mergers 
above  occurred  after  the  close  of  business  in  1967,  their  effect  on  the  number  of 
banks  actively  doing  business  was  not  apparent  until  the  first  business  day  in  1968. 
On  January  26,  1968  the  Melrose  Trust  Company  and  the  Wakefield  Trust  Com- 
pany merged  under  the  charter  of  the  latter  bank  and  name  of  Melrose- Wakefield 
Trust  Company,  Wakefield.  On  August  30,  1968  the  Lynn  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company  and  the  Beverly  Trust  Company  merged  under  the  charter  of  the  latter 
bank  and  the  name  of  Bay  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Beverly.  The  net  effect 
of  the  above  transactions  on  the  number  of  banks  in  operation  was  an  increase  of 
one  to  a  total  of  sixty-nine  trust  companies  doing  business  as  of  December  31,  1968. 

The  total  resources  of  the  banking  departments  of  Massachusetts  trust  companies 
on  December  31,  1968  aggregated  $3,961,770,000,  a  gain  of  6505,215,000  or  14.62% 
during  the  year. 

The  total  capital  funds  of  the  trust  companies  increased  S27,678,000  and  at  the 
close  of  1968  were  $341,146,000  or  8.83%  of  the  total  resources  of  the  banking  de- 
partments. Capital  funds  as  used  in  the  above  context  include  $40, 446,000  in  so- 
called  valuation  reserves  which  for  statistical  purposes  are  treated  here  as  capital 
reserves. 

Gross  earnings  totaled  $239,334,999,  a  gain  of  $39,061,433  of  which  approxi- 
mately 59.00%  was  realized  from  increased  loan  income.  Interest  and  dividends 
on  securities  and  earnings  of  the  trust  departments  accounted  for  the  majority  of 
the  remaining  increase.  Gross  current  operating  expenses  were  up  $30,206,230, 
with  higher  salaries  and  increased  interest  paid  on  savings  and  time  deposits  ac- 
counting for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  total  increase  in  expenses. 

Net  current  operating  earnings  before  income  taxes  for  the  year  1968  amounted 
to  $59,886,425,  an  increase  of  $8,855,223  or  17.35%.  Income  taxes  paid  or  accrued 
of  $16,341,555  reflected  an  increase  of  $1,000,445  during  the  year. 

Net  profits  before  dividends  of  $31,515,356  were  up  $4,445,425  for  the  year. 
Dividends  paid  to  stockholders  increased  $1,797,459  to  a  total  of  $16,693,416  and 
represented  a  distribution  of  38.34%  of  net  current  operating  earnings  after  taxes 
and  52.87%  of  the  net  profits  before  dividends. 

While  capital  funds  of  the  trust  companies  increased  in  total  dollar  amount  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  growth  was  not  in  proportion  to  the  larger  increase  experienced 
in  total  assets.  As  a  result  the  percentage  of  net  capital  funds  to  total  net  assets 
on  December  31,  1968  of  7.67%  decreased  .44%  from  the  1967  figure  of  8.11%. 
The  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  9.01%.  Net  capital  funds  and  net  assets  as 
used  above,  do  not  include  $40,446,000  in  valuation  reserves.  This  capital  per- 
centage, although  showing  a  decrease  in  1968,  approximates  the  national  average 
for  all  insured  commercial  banks  in  the  nation  which  was  7.70%  as  of  June  30,  196S. 
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Banking  Departments 
The  resources  of  the  banking  departments  expanded  some  $505,2 15,000  during 
1968  as  mentioned  above.  This  increase  was  reflected  principally  in  loans  and  in- 
vestments in  securities  which  were  up  $260,913,000  and  $138,858,000  respectively. 
Cash  and  U.  S.  Government  obligations  totaled  $1,140,858,000  and  represented 
28.80%  of  the  total  assets  of  the  banking  departments. 

The  overall  demand  deposits  continued  their  growth  and  as  of  December  31, 
1968  were  $2,404,440,000,  an  increase  of  $230,279,000  or  almost  10.60%  over  the 
prior  year  of  1967.  This  increase  showed  principally  in  the  following  categories: 
demand  deposits  of  individuals,  partnerships  and  corporations  up  $172,387,000  or 
10.55%;  deposits  of  states,  counties  and  municipalities  up  $54,038,000  or  19.28%; 
deposits  of  banks  up  $11,510,000  or  8.25%.  Deposits  of  the  U.  S.  Government  of 
$30,363,000  were  down  sharply  from  the  1967  figure  of  $51,226,000.  This  renews 
a  downward  trend  in  U.  S.  Government  deposits  which,  except  for  1967,  has  been 
in  evidence  since  1963. 

Sixty-six  trust  companies  had  savings  deposits  aggregating  $628,305,000,  ex- 
clusive of  $5,247,000  in  club  accounts.  This  is  an  increase  of  $66,574,000  or  11.85% 
within  the  year.  Savings  deposits  in  trust  companies  have  experienced  a  steady 
growth  over  the  years.  The  average  rate  of  interest  paid  on  these  deposits  was 
3.92%  in  1968. 

Total  capital  funds  as  previously  mentioned,  but  exclusive  of  valuation  reserves, 
amounted  to  $300,699,530  and  equaled  8.74%  of  all  deposits.  These  capital  funds 
include  Guaranty  Fund  accounts  of  $21,620,000  which  are  maintained  as  a  safe- 
guard for  the  savings  depositors. 

As  an  additional  protection  for  savings  and  commercial  depositors,  sixty-five 
trust  companies  are  insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  whereby 
the  accounts  of  each  depositor  are  insured  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  $15,000. 

Trust  Departments 
The  resources  of  the  trust  departments  continued  to  experience  a  steady  growth 
and  as  of  December  31, 1968  amounted  to  $5,404,705,000,  an  increase  of  $488,747,000 
or  9.94%.  Additional  holdings  in  stocks  accounted  for  practically  all  of  the  increase 
whereas  the  bond  category  showed  a  decline  during  the  year. 

At  this  time  thirty-four  of  our  banks  are  actively  exercising  trust  department 
functions.  The  assets  of  agency  accounts  in  twenty-seven  departments  are  carried 
at  a  book  value  of  $8,663,063,000.  Seven  of  these  trust  companies  also  held  assets 
of  $483,927,000  as  transfer,  escrow,  bond  and  coupon  paying  agent,  registrar, 
depository,  or  in  similar  capacities.

CREDIT  UNIONS 
The  statistical  information  provided  in  the  following  review  and  in  supporting 
schedules  and  composite  statements,  relates  to  the  twelve-month  period  from  July 
1,  1968,  to  June  30,  1969,  inclusive. 

During  the  period  ending  June  30,  1969,  one  new  credit  union  begain  business, 
and  twelve  entered  into  liquidation. 

The  following  facts  and  figures  present  highlights  of  the  composite  financial 
condition  of  the  credit  unions  on  June  30,  1969  and  changes  effective  during  the 
previous  twelve-month  period. 

Total  Assets 

On    June    30,     1969,    the    407    unions    in    operation    had    total    assets    of 
$516,631,602.04  which  represents  an   increase  of  $70,187,989.00  or   15.7 
over  the  figure  of  June  30,  1968. 

Personal  Loans 

Personal  loans  to  members  which  represent  a  major  phase  of  the  operations 
and  objectives  of  credit  unions  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth,  continued  the 
upward  trend  of  prior  years  as  they  rose  approximately  $38,297,895.00  to  the 
present  outstanding  balance  of  $230,361,167.00  comprising  44.58%  of  total  as- 
sets at  the  present  time. 

Real  Estate  Loans 

Holdings  in  real  estate  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  also  continue  to  ex- 
pand. The  present  outstanding  balance  of  $156,848,040.71  representing  30.36fr 
of  total  assets  reflects  an  increase  of  $22,786, 1 92.7 1  for  the  twelve-month  period. 

Investments  in  Bonds  and  Notes 

Investments  in  bonds  and  notes,  most  of  which  are  in  U.S.  Government  obliga- 
tions, increased  $10,033,938.83  during  the  year.  The  present  book  value  of 
$56,591,031  or  10.96%  of  total  assets  continues  to  represent  a  substantial  seg- 
ment of  these  assets. 

Other  Investments 

During  the  current  twelve-month  period,  holdings  in  shares  of  co-operative 
banks  decreased  $2,426,851.  to  a  present  total  of  $10,142,226.  and  deposits  in 
savings  banks  and  in  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and  national  banks 
decreased  $618,973.  to  an  outstanding  balance  of  $17,498,356.  Investments  in 
bank  stocks  increased  $134,497  to  a  total  book  figure  of  $10,065,895.  during  the 
same  period. 

Cash  on  Hand  and  Due  from  Depository  Banks 

Uninvested  assets  represented  by  cash  on  hand  and  balances  due  from  deposi- 
tory banks  subject  to  check  increased  $631,028  during  the  year  and  the  present 
combined  total  of  $  1 1 ,956,254  equals  2.32%  of  total  assets. 
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Shares  and  Deposits 

Outstanding  share  capital  increased  $59,396,138  or  15.56%  during  the  year  to 
a  present  balance  of  $441,156,317  which  is  held  by  857,640  members.  Deposits 
including  club  accounts  increased  $  1 ,172,770  to  a  total  of  $7,889, 1 53. 

Capital  Reserves 

Reserves  available  for  shrinkage  and  loss,  as  represented  by  the  guaranty  fund, 
undivided  earnings,  and  the  reserve  fund,  increased  $5,021,228  during  the  period 
and  the  present  combined  total  of  $46,975,493  represents  9.09%  of  total  assets.

(Chapter  216,  Acts  of  1932  as  amended)  is  owned  and  administered  by  those 
Massachusetts  credit  unions  who  voluntarily  become  members,  amounted  to 
$2,073,905.60  at  the  close  of  business  on  June  30,  1969.  The  capital  of  the 
corporation  is  derived  from  the  sale  of  shares  to  its  members,  and  together  with 
undistributed  earnings,  it  provides  a  reserve  fund  which  is  available  to  the  mem- 
ber credit  unions  through  the  medium  of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  for  tempo- 
rary liquidity  requirements.  Under  the  statutes,  the  corporation  may  also  borrow 
for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  reserve  fund.

The  Credit  Union  Employees  Retirement  Association  was  created  under 
Chapter  509  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  by  Chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of  1954 
which  is  included  in  General  Laws,  Chapter  171,  Section  31,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  participating  credit  unions,  the  Mas- 
sachusetts CUNA  Association,  Inc..  the  Credit  Union  League  of  Massachusetts.

As  of  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1969,  91  banks  had  been  authorized  to  op- 
erate branch  offices,  and  there  were  213  branches  in  operation  (four  of  which 
are  operating  as  mobile  branches). 


Assets 

The  total  assets  of  such  banks  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  SI  1.744 
million.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  assets  increased  approximately  $827  million, 
an  increase  of  7.57  per  cent  which  represents  a  continual  increase.

Investments  in  U.  S.  Government  holdings  have  decreased  approximately  $267 
million  and  municipal  obligations  $5.1  million.  The  total  investment  in  bank  and 
fire  insurance  company  stocks  increased  approximately  $39  million  and  other  types 
of  bonds  $413  million  during  the  year. 

The  largest  dollar  and  percentage  gain  as  compared  to  figures  contained  in  the 
previous  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  October  31,  1968,  is  reflected  in  the  loans 
granted  on  real  estate.  The  dollar  increase  amounted  to  approximately  $601  mil- 
lion which  total  appears  to  indicate  that  the  steady  requirement  of  funds  for 
financing  of  home  and  business  construction  is  being  provided  for  by  these  types  of 
banks.  The  total  real  estate  loans  outstanding  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  amount 
to  $8,328  million  and  represent  70.92  per  cent  of  the  total  assets. 
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Deposits 

The  deposit  liability  of  the  173  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  business  October  31, 
1969,  amounted  to  $10,396  million  and  represented  3,710,602  accounts.  The  club 
deposit  figure  amounting  to  $23  million  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  amount. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1969,  deposits  increased  in  the  amount  of 
$692  million  which  compares  with  an  increase  of  $526  million  in  the  preceding  year. 

Surplus 

The  total  surplus  and  reserve  accounts  for  all  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  this 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $919  million,  or  8.82  per  cent  of  the  total  deposits.  The 
amount  of  these  surplus  accounts  has  increased  approximately  $50  million  since 
the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1968.  The  volume  of  these  surplus  and  reserves, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  department,  is  adequate  to  properly  protect  the  interest  of  the 
depositors. 

Dividends 

Dividend  rates  have  continued  to  increase  during  the  twelve  months  ended 
October  31,  1969.  Statement  number  3  of  this  report  is  now  headed  "Dividend 
Rates",  and  includes  rate  tables  on  Ordinary  Deposits,  Special  Notice  Account 
Deposits  and  an  Average  of  All  Dividend  Rates.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  rates  as  shown  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  current  rates  presently  being 
paid.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  to  depositors  for  the  twelve-month  period 
totaled  approximately  $502  million,  which  is  an  increase  of  $65  million  over  the 
preceding  year.

The  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  was  established  by  Chapter  44  of  the 
Acts  of  1932.  The  statute  provides  that  all  savings  banks  must  be  members  and 
that  two  separate  Funds  must  be  maintained,  a  Liquidity  Fund  and  a  Deposit 
Insurance  Fund;  the  latter  Fund  was  established  by  the  enactment  of  Chapter  43  of 
the  Acts  of  1934. 

Liquidity  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  "to  assist  such  member  banks  when  they  are  tempo- 
rarily in  need  of  cash  or  hold  investments  which  cannot  be  readily  liquidated,  by 
making  loans  to  them  secured  by  the  pledge  of  mortgages  or  other  securities  legally 
held  by  such  member  banks."  The  principal  source  of  the  resources  of  this  Fund  is 
the  deposits  made  with  it  by  the  member  banks  in  compliance  with  requests  for  such 
deposits  voted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Fund  and  within  the  limitations  prescribed 
in  the  statute.  The  total  resources  amounted  to  $11.2  million  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness October  31,  1969.  No  application  for  a  loan  has  been  received  since  prior  to 
the  year  1939. 

Deposit  Insurance  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  to  insure  depositors  in  all  Massachusetts  savings 
banks  against  loss.  As  of  October  31,  1969,  this  Fund  insured  the  full  amount  of 
the  deposits  in  165  of  the  173  Massachusetts  savings  banks,  and  as  required  by 
Massachusetts  law,  it  also  insured  the  excess  of  any  depositor's  account  over 
$20,000  in  the  eight  savings  banks  which  are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corporation.  The  net  amount  of  the  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  was  $94.5 
million  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  1969.  The  annual  assessment  at  the 
rate  of  one  twenty-seventh  of  one  per  cent  of  the  member  bank's  deposits,  ex- 
clusive of  the  deposits  insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  was 
levied  on  October  1,  1969. 

SAVINGS  BANK  INVESTMENT  FUND 

An  open-end  mutual  fund  designed  primarily  to  enable  diversified  and  profes- 
sionally-managed equity  holdings  by  the  mutual  savings  banks  of  Massachusetts 
and  related  Savings  Bank  Life  Insurance  Departments,  this  organization  was 
created  by  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  and  functions  under  this  statute  and 
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subsequent  amendments.  Shares  numbering  47,932  with  a  total  net  asset  market 
value  of  $83  million  ($1,803.33  per  share)  were  held  by  106  banks,  5  life  insur- 
ance departments  and  the  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association  on 
October  31,  1969.  These  figures  compare  with  42,680  shares  with  total  net  asset 
market  value  of  $81  million  ($1,899.90  per  share),  held  by  106  savings  banks,  4  life 
insurance  departments,  and  the  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association 
on  October  31,  1968.  Net  asset  value  per  share,  at  cost,  on  October  31,  1969  was 
$1,437.69. 


SAVINGS  BANKS  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association,  created  by  the  Acts  of 
1943,  Chapter  249,  as  amended  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  168,  Sections  74-76 
inclusive,  is  designed  to  provide  pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  participating 
banks  and  associations  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  one  hundred  and  seventy  member  banks  plus  six  associations.  The 
total  resources  of  this  Association  amounted  to  $45  million  at  the  close  of  business 
October  31,  1969.

TRUST  COMPANIES 
Four  new  trust  companies  opened  for  business  during  the  year  1969:  on  May  1, 
1969  the  Century  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Somerville;  June  3,  1969  the  South- 
eastern Bank  and  Trust  Company,  New  Bedford;  June  12,  1969  the  Merchants 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Cape  Cod,  HyannLs;  and  on  November  12,  1969  the 
Investors  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  Boston.  Authorization  to  exercise  trust  powers 
was  included  in  the  charter  of  the  latter  bank. 

The  addition  of  these  new  banks  brought  to  seventy-three  the  number  of  trust 
companies  conducting  business  on  December  31,  1969. 

The  Board  of  Bank  Incorporation  on  April  8,  1969  granted  permission  for  the 
formation  of  both  the  Lowell  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Lowell  and  The  New 
Boston  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Boston.  These  banks,  however,  did  not  be- 
come operative  until  1970. 

On  May  29,  1969  authority  was  granted  to  the  Shawmut  Association,  Inc.,  a 
bank  holding  company,  to  acquire  and  vote  stock  in  the  First  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Hampden  Count}',  Springfield. 

The  total  resources  of  the  banking  departments  of  Massachusetts  trust  com- 
panies on  December  31,  1969  were  §4,185,933,000,  a  gain  of  $224,163,000  or  5.66% 
for  the  year. 

The  total  capital  funds  of  the  trust  companies,  including  S48,282,000  in  valu- 
ation reserves,  increased  860,158,000  and  at  the  year  end  1969  were  $401,303,964 
or  9.59%  of  the  total  resources  of  the  banking  departmei, 

Gross  earnings  of  $293,238,969  reflected  a  gain  of  $53,903,970  of  which  approxi- 
mately 75%  was  realized  from  increased  income  on  loans  while  most  of  the  remain- 
ing increase  came  from  higher  trust  department  earnings.   At  the  same  time  g. 
current  operating  expenses  were  up  some  $42,121,553  with  higher  costs  for  salaries 
and  borrowings  accounting  for  approximately  60%  of  this  incre; 

Net  current  operating  earnings  before  income  taxes  for  the  year  1969  amounted 
to  $71,668,842,  an  increase  of  $11,782,417  or  19.67%.  Income  taxes  paid  or  ac- 
crued of  $19,998,953  showed  an  increase  of  $3,657,398  for  the  year. 

Net  profits  before  dividends  of  $44,914,073  were  up  $13,398,717  for  the  year. 
Cash  dividends  paid  to  stockholders  increased  $1,667,993  and  represented  a  dis- 
tribution of  35.54%  of  net  current  operating  earnings  after  taxes  and  40.88%  of 
net  profits  before  dividends. 

The  percentage  of  capital  funds,  including  valuation  reserves,  to  assets  on  De- 
cember 31,  1969  was  9.59%  compared  to  the  adjusted  total  for  the  previous  year 
of  8.61%.  The  average  for  the  past  ten  years  was  9.88%  and  has  been  adjusted  to 
include  valuation  reserves. 

Banking  Departments 

As  noted  before,  the  resources  of  the  banking  departments  were  s224. 163,000 
greater  on  December  31,  1969  than  for  the  previous  year.  Approximately  two- 
thirds  of  this  increase  was  in  the  loan  category  which  totaled  82,202,752,000  and 
was  equal  to  52.62%  of  the  total  assets  while  Cash  and  L~.  S.  Government  obliga- 
tions in  the  sum  of  $1,113,583,000  were  26.60%  of  the  assets.  The  investment 
portfolios  dropped  some  $126,981,000  to  $997,037,000  and  represented  23.82%  of 
assets.  Federal  funds  sold  of  $166,210,000  showed  an  increase  of  $120,087,000  at 
year  end. 

The  overall  demand  deposits  reflected  onlv  a  moderate  increase  of  $20,538,000 
and  on  December  31,  1969  totaled  S2,424,978,000. 

Commercial  time  deposits  fell  off  some  S75,354,000  reversing  the  marked  yearly 
increases  that  had  been  experienced  in  the  past  few  years. 

Sixty-nine  trust  companies  had  savings  deposits  aggregating  $662,098,000  ex- 
clusive of  $5,543,000  in  club  accounts.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $33,793,000 
or  5.38%  for  the  year.  Savings  accounts  in  trust  companies  have  enjoyed  a  steady 
growth  over  the  }-ears.  The  average  rate  of  interest  paid  on  these  deposits  in  1969 
was  3.93%. 
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Total  capital  accounts  of  $401,303,964  represented  11.73%  of  all  deposits.  These 
capital  funds  include  Guaranty  Fund  accounts  of  $23,477,000  which  are  maintained 
as  a  safeguard  for  the  savings  depositors. 

As  an  additional  protection  for  both  savings  and  commercial  depositors,  sixty- 
nine  trust  companies  are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation 
whereby  the  accounts  for  each  depositor  are  insured  in  the  aggregate  amount  of 
$20,000. 

Trust  Departments 

The  resources  of  the  trust  departments  continued  a  steady  growth  and  as  of 
December  31,  1969  amounted  to  $5,983,882,000,  an  increase  of  $579,177,000  or 
10.72%  for  the  year.  Additional  holdings  in  stocks  accounted  for  most  of  the  in- 
crease. This  continued  growth  is  evidence  of  the  confidence  displayed  in  the 
fiduciary  service  offered  by  the  trust  companies. 

There  were  thirty-four  trust  companies  actively  exercising  trust  department 
functions.  The  assets  of  agency  accounts  in  thirty  departments  are  carried  at  a 
book  value  of  $9,760,334,000.  In  addition,  seven  of  these  trust  companies  also  held 
assets  of  $498,268,000  as  transfer,  escrow,  bond  and  coupon  paying  agent,  registrar, 
depository,  or  in  similar  capacities.
